Chriſtians by De- 
grees into their own Scheme, which is what 
they falſiy call Natural Religion; meaning 
little more by that Name, than a Freedom 
from the Reſtraints which Reveal'd Religion 
has laid upon the Defires and Appetites of 
Nature. A Scheme, that in ſuch a looſe 
and corrupt Age as: this, could not fail 
of ſome Degrees of Succeſs; as it exempts 
worldly Minds from the Trouble of attend- 
ing Chriſtian Ordinances, and indulges carnal 
Minds in Eni fs qobich the Chriſtian 
Religion forbids. And as to the Redemp- 
tion of Chriſt; ſuch Men know they can 
have no Benefit by that, as long as they 
reſolve to lay bold on thoſe Exemptions and 
Indulgencies ; while others penſuadr ibe n- 
felves that they have © no Need of "a N- 
deemer, and that a \Satisfattion"for The 
Sins of the World, was none off the Purofss 
for which the Blood of Chriſt was Bed. 
So that, between thoſe who think' they have

What has been faid under this Sixth ge- 
neral Head, is a ſhort View of the Chriſtian 
Inſtitution, ' both in the Ends it propoſes, 
and the Means for attaining thoſe Ends; and 
it appears in this View, that the Method 
which the Goſpel lays down for our Salvati- 
ON, is — a conſiſtent and uniform 
Scheme, worthy of God, and contriv'd with 
the greateſt Wiſdom and Goodneſs for the 
Comfort and Happineſs of Man. It appears 
alſo, how unable human Reaſon was to direct 
us either to the Ends, or the Means, and 
that however the due Uſe and Application of 
our Reaſon may anſwer the Purpoſes of this 
Life, it is by no means ſufficient to guide us 
in our way to the next. 

But if, after God has made ſo full and 
clear a Revelation in what Way and upon 
what Terms he will ſave us, Men will reſolve 
to be their own Guides, and refuſe to be ſa- 
ved in the Way chat he has appointed; this 
is at their own Peril. If ſome will believe, 
that truſting in Chriſt is their whole Duty, 
and ſo excuſe themſelves from the Obſerva- 
tion of the moral Law; and others will af- 
firm that the Obſervation of the moral Law 
is ſufficient, and fo will forgo the Benefit of 
Chriſt's Redemption; if ſome will contend 
that Chriſt has done all, and others that he
